ComniisHioti  Meeting. 

The  Commission  appointed  by  the  Na- 
tional Baptist  Convention  met  at  Mont- 
gomery, Ala  , Feb.  24th.  The  attendance 
was  good, nearly  every  memlxr  answering 
to  his  name  at  roll  call  and  thJ  few  not  an- ' 
swering  being  represented  by  proxies  The 
spirit  of  the  meeting  was  earnest,  the 
memltcrs  expressing  themselves  as  feeling 
that  upon  their  deliberations  and  conclu- 
sions much  depended.  The  discussions 
were  marked  by  moderation  and  a real  de- 
sire (or  the  religious  dbixl  of  the  race,  and 
by  the  most  cordial  (regard  for  the  white 
Baptists.  I)rs.  Stakay  und  Gliegory  were 
present  at  the  forenjbon  session,  and  Dr. 
Stakcly  delivered  one.  of  the  several  ad- 
dresses of  welcome  j|o  the  Commission. 
The  presence  o(  thes|  gentlemen  and  Dr. 
Stakely’s  address,  which  was  well  worthy 
even  of  him,  added  inch  to  tl|e  interest  ot 
the  meeting  and  wena  seemingly  much  ap- 
predated  by  the  negro  brethren.  I do  not 
know  whether  thej  report  which  was 
adopted  to  be  presented  to  the  National 
Convention  at  Chicago  next  September 
will  be  published.  I tpay  say  to  the  brotlb 
erhood  that  it  seems  jto  me  a Conservative, 
and  wise  report.  Recognized  that  Secre- 
tary R.  H.  Boyd  and!  the  Home  Board  of 
the  National  Convention  acted  within 
their  authority  in  entering  into  co-opera- 
tion with  the  HomelBoard  of  the  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention,  and  recognizes  .the 
events  ol  the  present!  plan.  It  invites  the 
co-oi)er;.tionof  all  national  bodiesthrough 
the  Home  Board  of  the  National  Conven 
tion,  and  expresses  tie  viewtnat  it  is  not 
for  the  best  interests^!  tliecause  that  work 
should  be  carried  dp  between  national 
bodies  and  Negro  State  Conventions  inde- 
pendent of  the  National  Convention, 'and 
urges  all  Negro  State  Conventions  to*  do 
their  mission  w6rk;|  through  the  Home 
Board  of  the  National  Convention.  A 
paragraph  looking  j|o  a sort  of  organic 
union  between  the  Rational  Convention 
and  whatever  genera  bodies  it  co  oj)erates 
with  by  which  each  Body  included  jn  any 
scheme  of  co-operation  should  appoint 
three  rrpresentatives  to  sit  with  the  Home 
Board  of  tfie  Na^iond  Convention  was 
voted  down,  unanimously  as  1 recall  it. 
The  only  cornm«it  tmat  me  1 l)e  m&de  here 
is,  that  the  whole  ttn^r  of  the  report  is  in 
p.*rlcit  accord  with  tie  views  of  our  South- 
ern white  Baptists  a|  to  the  best  plan  for 
our  helping  the  negro  in  his  religious  strug- 
gles. If  the  Convention  at  Chicago  adopts 
the  report,  as  it  wiH  doubtless  do,  I can 
see  no  teason  why  the  Sou' hern  Baptist 
Convention  may  not  have  an  open  way  to 
help  the  negroes  on  An  enlarging  scale.

THE  BAPTIST 
College  Tiding*. 

I have  just  returned  from  a three-days’ 
trip  to  Blue  Mountain.  I left  Prof.  Aven 
t in  the  President’s  chair  for  these  three 
days.-~and  I found  everything  ruuning 
smoothly  upon  nay  teturn. 

Yesterday.  Feb  27th,  was  the  20th  an- 
niveisary  of  the  death  of  Gen,  M.  P. 
Lowrev,  founder  of  Blue  Mountain  Col- 
lege. This  date  is  observed  each  year  as 
“F'ounder’s  Dayj’  and  I was  there  yester- 
day to  speak  at  the  commemoration  ser- 
vice. It  has  been  safid  that  every  institu- 
tion is  the  lengthening  shadow  of  a man. 
In  this  case  the  truth  would  he  la’gely 
stated  if  it  were  said  that  Blue  Mountain 
Female  College  i$  the  length*  mng  shadow 
of  three  people — Ged.  M.  P.  Lowrev,  Mr9. 
Sarah  Holmes  Lowrey  and  Mrs.  Modena 
Lowrey  Berry.  These  three  people  were 
there  when  the  school  ivas  op. ned.  The 
first  two  remained  until  God  called  them 
higher.  Mrs.  Berry  ~is  still  there  serving 
her  thirty-second  yekr  as  Lady  Principal. 

Gen.  Lowrey  i spent  hi$  boyhood  as  the 
son  of  a poor  widpw.  In  his  later  boy- 
hood he  wentjtp  tpe  Mexican  war:  he 
spent  his  young  manhood  as  a young 
preacher,  and  at  32  waB  called  from  the 
pastorate  of  village  churches  to  lie  captain 
of  a company  of  60  day  Volunteers  in  the 
Confederate  service.  Before  the  sixty  days 
were  out  he  was  made  colonel  of  a regu 
ment.and  at  the  end  of  the  sixty  days  was 
given  a permanent  commission  as  colonel, 
with  authority"  to  raise  a regiment  for 
service.  Afte  the  battle  of  Chickamauga 
he  was  promoted  to  the  rank. of  brigadier- 
general,  and  alter  the  battle  of  Franklin 
was.plaeed  in  Command  of  a division, 
thongh  the  war!  clofeed  before  his  perma- 
nent commission  as  a major-general  was 
issued. 

After  the  war  he  was  urged  to  enter  pol- 
itics, but  although  he  was  assured  an  1 felt 
snre  that  he  could  Receive  the  highest  pre- 
ferments in  the  giftil  of  the  people,  he 
turned  his  face  steadily  in  another  direc- 
tion. Being  detCrmified  to  spend  his  life 
in  building  up  the  religious  and  educa- 
tional interests  of  the  people,  probably 
his  greatest  achievement  id  permanent  re- 
suits  was  the  founding  of  Blue  Mountain 
Female  College,  in  1873.  This  is  now  the 
most  marvelous  example  of  success  that  I 
have  ever  known  in  the  way  of  an  educa- 
tional institution,  Although  a private  in- 
stitution, having  never  received  a dollar 
from  either  Slate  oti  denomination,  it" 
stands  to-day  among  the  leading  institu- 
tions of  its  kind.  It  h$s  this  session  more 
than  4-00  students,  add  doubtless  could 
have  had  double  that  number  About  200 
-applications  for  admission  have  been  de- 
clined for  lack  of  room,  and  many  more 
would  have  applied  for  admission  but  for 
the  fact  that  they  knewj  it  was  useless. 

What  better  work  can  I do  for  Missis- 
sippi College  than  to  vjisit  these  400  girls 
two  or  three  times  during  the  session  and 
remind  them  of  their  j*  big  brother”  at 
Clinton?  “If  they  like  us  like  we  life 
them,”  their  influence  will  be  worth  much  i 
to  us.

{Ther.*  seCms  to  me  a growing  evil,  or 
Ofisance,  among  the  Baptist  people.  I 
rijfer  to  the  tramp  preacher  dr  begging 
nfissionary  and  various  other  begging  ex. 
cifses  too  numerous  to  mentii  ji.  Now,  I 
hive  no  reference  to  any  of  the  regular 
wbrk  of  the  Church,  such  as  Home,  State 
aid  Foreign  Missions,  Collt-gpe  Endow- 
mfcnt.  Orphanage,  etc  , but  to,  this  class 
ofc  unknown  men  who  go  over  the  country 
claiming  that  they  are  Baptist  ministers 
asking  aid  for  various  things,  such  as  mis- 
sionary work  in  some  remote  part  of  the 
wbrld.  The  smnll  town  churches  are  the 
Mikxas  for  these  people. 

A pastor  in  some  larger  town  has  one  of 
these  fellows  to  fall  in  on  him;  jof  course, 
hejis  very  sorry  he  can  not  allow  him  his 
chprch  to  tell  the  people  ahout,his  work, 
asjthev  have  so  many  calls  and  burdens  of 
thfir  own  to  attend  to.  But  heigives  him 
a letter  of  in  roduction  to  a small  town 
chprch,  gives  the  name  of  some  brother  or 
sister  who  will  entertain  him;  in  their 
hojnes,  nnd  also  throws  out  the  bint  that 
tlify  arirfable  to  help  him  financially— that 
Sisfer  So  and  So  is  a widow,  no  children 
and  plenty  of  money,  and  that  the  ought 
to  support  three  or  four  little  heathens. 

f#f  course,  he  comes,  and  when  told  that 
it  ik  not  the  regular  day  for  services  in  the 
Baptist  church,  and  that  there  i*  sickness 
or  bther  causes  in  these  families  where  he 
wap  told  he  could  stop,  he  blurts  out  that 
he  jias  no  money  to  go  to  a hotel;  that  he 
has  a wife  and  six,  seven  or  eight  children 
in  jjackson,  Havana  or  some  other  city  to 
support.  ! 

Ixi fortunately  for  the  public,  these  people 
nremot  the  ones  who  commit  race  suicide. 
Whkn  the  whole  business  is  boilad  down, 
thejfactis  that  they  are  wo  king  to  sup- 
port themselves  and  families. 

Now,  the  denomination  is  well  organ- 
izcd[  into  Home,  State  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sionp,  Church  Extension  Boards,  fftc.  We 
are  tailed  upon  and  do  come  to  tbe  aid  of 
all  (hese.  It  seems  to  me  thesd  parties 
should  go  to  the  Board  that  has  control  of 
this ' special  vu  r’c  and  make  known  his 
wants,  and  I am  sure,  if  he  is  worthy  and 
his  v*rork  commends  himself  to  this  Board, 
he  will  be  aided  or  given  a goo<l  reason 
whyjheisnot.  I think  our  ministers  are 
to  blame  in  giving  these  people  Utters  of 
introduction  when  they  know  scarcely 
anv  more  about  them  than  the  pfcople  to 
whopi  he  sends  them  The  man  who  reads 
can  lee  that  he  does  so.  in  many  inataucts, 
to  rip!  himscM  and  people  of  their  presei  ce.  > | 
I’aiil  was  very  c irefr’,  when  h<*  sent  a 
man  to  any  of  his  churches,  to  toll  them 
that  he  knew  of  their  worthiness  and  of 
the  chuse  they  represented.

It  is  just  two  months  before  we  must 
close  our  Books  for  the  Convention  Year. 
\ I:or  seven  successive  years  we  have  lieen 
able  on  the  1st.  of  May  to  report  "All  ac- 
counts paid  in  full  and  no  debtj”  We  trust 
that  this  year  we  shall  fie  able  to  do  the 
same.  Otlr  receipts  up  to  this  time  are 
ahead  pf  what  they  were  last  year  at  the 
same  date.  Many  churches  arf-- enlarging 
their  contributions,  and  we  rejoice  in  the 
increased  interest  among  our  people.  At 
the  Convention  in  Nashville  last  May,  the 
Board  was  instructed  to  make  an  ad- 
vance. Since  that  time  we  have  sent  out 
over  forty  neW  missionaries,  anil  a number 
of  others  are  under  appointment  to  go 
soon,  so  that  jt  now  looks  as  if  by  the  last 
of  April  we  will  have  sent  out  at  least  fifty 
new  missionaries  during  the  year  It  has 
taken  a great  deal  of  money  to  put  these 
workers  on  the  held,  and  start  them  in  the 
work,  but  we  rejoice  in  the  exctllcnt  men 
and  women  whom  God  has  given  to  us. 
Earnestly  did  we  pray  to  Him,  qnd  He  has 
answered  our  prayers. 

In  addition  tp  1 he  large, number  of  new 
1 missionaries  we  are  glad  to  say  that  ex- 
cel!* nt  reports  are  being  received  from  the 
foreign  held.  Our  missionaries  tell  of  many 
conversions,  and  when  we  meet  in  Kansas 
City,  we  can  rejoice  over  the  large  number 
who  have  been  gathered  from  heathen 
darkness  into  the  marvelous  light  of  »he 
Lord  Jesus.  Oar  Medical  Missions,  printing 
presses  and  schools  are  doing  well.  A1  of 
these  things  have  required  money  to  estab- 
lish and  run  them,  but  God  is  adding  His 
blessing. 

The  question  now  with  us  is  as  *o  how 
the  churches  will  respond  in  these  next  two 
months.  Quite  a number  of  the  churches 
have  already  taken  up  their  Foreign  mis- 
sion collection,  and  we  are  glad  to  say  that 
a number  of  them  have  doubled,  and  in 
some  cases  quadrupled  on  the  amount 
formerly  given,  while  quite  a large  number 
are  adding  25  per  cent  and  50  per  cent  to 
their  previous  gifts.  Every  church  is  asked 
to  give  ut  least  25  per  cent  advance. 

If  you  have  not  taken  a collection  in 
yourA:hurch  already,  will  you  not  do  so  at  < 
once?  It  is  best  in  many  cases  to  get  the  « 
brethren  to » subscribe,  and  give  them  a s 


month  to  pay,  as  many  of  our  people  are 
not  prepared  to  pay  cash  We  hope  that 
pastors  will  have  special  services  ofjpraver 
in  their  churches,  and  will  earnestly  present 
the  claims  of  a lost  world  from  th^  point 
of  the  love  of  God,  oltedienee  to  Christ  and 
following  the  guidance  of  His  Holy!  Spirit.
